The Twin Falls water 
supply isn’t dry, but 
decline worries officials

TWIN FALLS - There’s two kinds of water in 
the American West - water-right water and wet 
water. 


On paper, the dty of Twin Falls has rights to 
nearly S7 million gallons a day, but the dry’s pre- 
sent water system can deliver a little more than 
half that amount. On hot days in early summer, 
demand sometimes exceeds supjrly - and water 
-levels bc^ dropping in dty storage- reservoir^. 

With only 10 irtiliion gallons of storage, the dty 
can’t ^ford to let its reservoirs faU for long. M 
the city grows, the shortfalls could get worse 
unless new water sources ore brou^t online. 

Right now, the population of Twin Falls is about 
33,000. In the year 2010, the population is expect- 
ed to be at least 37,500.

Much of the 
demand will depend on whether Twin Falls 
attracts more water-intensive industries, such as 
food processing and high-tech manufacturing. 


The dty gets the bulk of its water - 26 million 
gallons a day - from a spring that feeds the Blue 
Lakes, oh the north side of the Snake River 
Canyon in Jerome County. Trouble is, a graph of 
the spring’s output since 1950 resembles the path 
of a stricken ah^Ianc, engines aflame, headed for 
a crash landing. 

Flows from the Blue Lakes spring vary wildly

WASHINGTON — Combing through 
11,000 pages of court documents, envi- 
ronmentalists trying to stop logging of 
ccnturics-old trees in the Snake River 
basin have found old-growth surveys 
Uu^d been told did not exist.

“On hot days in the middle or 
latter part of the summer, we’re 
fine," Courtney added. “We con 
meet our average demands in o 
walk." 

.The dty has some options that 
could enable it to beot the high 
demand-short supply gop. Over 
the years, the dty has acquired"' 
2,291 canal shares and is hoping 
to get more shares os faimland is 


annexed into the dty. 

If the dty could take delivety 
of its shares before the general 
irrigation season, and find a way 
to gee thq water into the ground 
above its pumps, then its water 
supply could - potentially - keep 
pace with demand. 

The canal company is willing to 
work with the 'city to provide 
water, but it must meet all exist- 
ing obligations first, said Vince 
Alberdi, canal company manag- 
er. Serious legal questions 
remain about using irrigation 
water to supply domestic wells 
before the irrigation season even 
be^ns.

PENNSVILLE. N.J.(AP) —

“He could be anywhere," 
Sheila Horan, an FBI spokes- 
woman in Philadelphia, said at a 
news conference. “We’re obvi- 
ously trying to run down leads." 
Authorities believed Cunonan, 

- charged with one-murder-count 
in Minnesota, was armed and 
dangerous. “He knows he’s being 
sought," Horan said. “I think 
logic would soy he’s probably a 
desperate man at this point.’’ 
lltc body of William Reese, 4S, 
of Bridgeton, was discovered 
Friday evening in the basement 
of a building that serves as the 
caretaker's office at the Finn's 
Point National Cemetery. Reese 
had been shot in the head and 
officials estimated he was killed 
in the afternoon. 

Police went to the cemetery 
after Reese's wife reported that 
.he had failed to return home.

Past budget deals make this one look pretty painless 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Ongoing disputes between 
President Clinton and Congress 
over their announced budget 
deal underline how each side 
wants to shield its constituencies 
from-pain. But compared to 
deficit-cutting packages-in the - 
past five years, this one packs 
less wallop and more goodids.

Clinton and congressional 
Democrats over soUd GOP oppo- 
sition contained $433 billion in 
siivings, according to the nonpar- 
tisan Congressional Budget 
Office. The 1990 budget deal 
between President Bush and a , 
Democratic Congress saved even •> 
more — $482 billion over five 
years, COO calculated. 

Though its final form is still 
being sharpened, this year’s pact 
claims to eliminate deficits by 
2002 while saving only about 
5340 billion. It is smaller thanks 
to the CBO’s conclusion that the 
supercharged economy is churn- 
ing out biggcr-than-expected 
piles of revenue, thereby driving 
deficits downward. 

Most of the savings in the new 
plan Would come from cutting 
projected spending for Medicare 
and other domestic programs. 
Meanwhile, $135 billion in tax 
breaks tvill be dispersed to mil- 
lions of families with children, 
college students, property own? 
ers and others. And there will be 
extra money for childrens’ 
health, education nnd other pro- 
grams. ® 

The 1993 and 1990 measures 
contained relatively few tax cuts. 
Ihcir more dominant feature was 
big tax increases, aimed largely 
at the wealthy, purchasers of 
gasoline and others. They had 
some spending initiatives for chil- 
dren’s health and the poor, but 
loss than the current accord 
offers. 

In the new measure,'“The plea- 
surc-to-poin ratio is much higher 
than in any other deficit-reduc- 
tion package," said Robert 
Rcischaucr, a Brookings 
Institution scholar who headed 
the CBO when the two earlier 
packages were forged. 

Arguments still rage between 
the two sides over the size and 
nature of the tax cuts they’ve 


agreed to, as well as how many 
poor, elderly people will have 
-their monthly Medicare premi-.

PHOENIX JAP) — Inspecting 
rows of gleaming machines in 
white and beige, Toni Dire 
r emembergd her grandmother ns 
laundry slave, bent for hours over 
on ancient wringer-washer to help 
keep the family fresh. 

"I would never want to do it,” 
said Dire, who had just bought o 
$500. washing machine at 
Montgomery Ward’s. "I remem- 
ber the hours she spent" - ' 

The machines may not be the 
equivalent'of diamond earrings or 
fancy dinners on Mother’s Day. 
But the automatic washing 
machine — which celebrates its 
60th birthday thb year — is the 
appliance mothers apprcdace the 
most 

"Oh, abMlutely,” Dire said. 

"A Horton Washer will add 
many years to your life," reads an 
advertisement from on early 20th 
Gentry washer maker. "It will 
save your health — keep wrinkles 
out of -your face — keep you - 
youthful.” 

The washing machines the 
Whirlpool Corp. built in 1900 
were imprinted with (hb gallant 
phrase:'"Savcs Women’s Lives.” 

Such claims sound silly, but col- 


lectors and manufacturers agree— 
that the advent of the washing 
machine changed lives for the 
...better. 

The device allowed women — 

' and some men — to spend less 
time on that chore and more time 
on families, hobbies or jobs. 

"It’s a marvelous invention,” 
said Linda Eggerss, a spokes- 
woman for Maytag Corp. "It’s a 
dmesaver and a labor-saver. For 
those fanners doing laundry by 
hand, it was literally a Ufesaver 
for tbenl." 

Sixty years ago thb September 
the fint automatic washer — one 
. that washed, rinsed and extracted , 
water from clothes in one simple 

f irocess — debuted at a county 
air in Louisiana, according to 
Whirlpool. Now, washing 
machines are a more than $2. bil- 
lion industry. 

Wayne Cornforch, owner of 
Cornforth’s Appliances in 
Phoenix, does not really notice if 
sales pick up around' Mother’s 
Day. He says washing machines 
ore good sellers all year long. 

"Ibey are a very high traffic 
item,” said Comforth, who has 
two antique washing machines 


displayed-on his showroom 
floor. 

"I had one woman who wanted

because it*s made out of copper,” 
he joked. 

Before machines, clothes were 
washed in streams with rocks or 
heavy sticks. Then came the boil- 
ing tub with the coniigoted wash- 
board in which the dirt was 
cooked out of the clothes. Around 
1900, electric-powered and gaso- 
line engine-powered woshing 
machines began appearing, and 
by 1920 some 1,300 companies 
were making washers.

MASHHAD, Iran (AP)

Republic News' Agency report^ 

. At least 80 of the 150 villages 
around the town of Qaen suf« 
fared- sBvere"daraage'in’the ' 
earthquake, the agency reported 
The region has a population of 
about 40,000. 

The earthquake struck at 12:30 
p.m. State-run radio put the 
quake's preliminary magnitude 
at 7.1, but the U.S. Geolo^cal 
Siuvey in Golden, Colo., said the 
ma^tude was 73. 

State-run radio reponed that 
800 people were killed and 
40,000 injured in the earthquake, 
The reason for the discrepancy 
fiom the news agencj^s numbers 
was not immediately known. 

;• In Mashhad, the capital of 
Shorasan province, helicopters 
ferried tents, food and fuel to 
provincial villages. Landslides 
from the earthquake blocked 
some of the narrow dirt roads 
that are the only access to the 
mountain villages. 
rThe-ear^quake also'curwater' 
supplies to the areo. Water 
tankers were sent from Mashhad 
lb the region. 


The news agency said earlier 
that the earthquake flattened 11 
villages and inflicted h eavy dam -' 
age In the towns o/l^aen and 
Bu^and. The agency was quoting 
Mehdi Sladad, head of Khorasan 
province's disaster office. The 
towns are 310 miles east of the 
capital, Tehran, and dose to the 
Afghan border. 

— “We'have'puUed'out^res'of” 
people from under the rubble, 
and relief operations are still 
going on,” said a government 
officiu in Birjand, who identified 
himself only by his last name, 
Maleld. 

Mai eld said most of the dam- 
age was in the 60-mile region 
between Birjand and Qaen. 
Some of the communities are 95 
miles from the nearest hospital, 
and some rescued victims died 
en route, he said. 

The earthquake also was felt 
in the neighboring provinces 
. of Sistan-Boluchestan, Kerman 
and Semnan, Tehran radio 
sdd.

On Saturday, he strolled along the banks of 
Hanoi’s scenic Hoan Kicm lake and stopped Mcfly at a local cafe — 
all during a carefully controlled photo opportunity.

BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) — ^ 
Pope John Foul 11 brought a me^^ 
— sage of recondliation-to war-slut- 
tered Lebanon on Saturday, urg- 

ing the Lebanese to formve the 

__vwngs of^etfrs.of'strife between 
Muslims and Christians. 

Tens of thousands of people 
lined the streets of Beirut to see 
the pope ride by in hfs gloss- 
enclosed popemobile, past bidd- 
ings still shattered by artillery 
and pocked by bullets from 
Lebanon’s 1975-90 dvil war. 

In the crowd were Christian 
students in T-shirts, Muslim 
women in veils and old men in 
flowing Arab headdresses. Some 
ululated. Others chanted “^bo, 
Baba" — Arabic for pope. 
Onlookers showered the pope 
with rice and rose water, a tradi- 
tional Arab welcome. 

“You are now the image of 
hope for all the Lebanese peo- 
ple," President Elias Hrawi told 
the pontiff upon his arrival at the 
airport. 

There, John Paul spoke of the 
many who “died in vain" during 
Lebanon's war, which grew out of 
the conflicts orising when 
Muslims became a majority in 
the traditionally Christian land. 
The war killed about 150,000 
people and displaced hundreds 
of thousands more. 

“That period, which has happi- 
ly come to on end, is still present 
in everyone's memory and has 
-left many-scars on people's 
hearts,” John Paul said. 

The warm reception for what 
was the pope's first visit reflected 
0 broad acceptance of the trip by 
virtually all Lebanese factions, 
from hard-line Christian to the 
mi litant Muslim HetboUnh,

. POCATELLO - Based On the barrage 
of shoe and soft drink ads featuring 
extreme outdoor sports, Idoho recre- 
ation businesses might reasonably 
believe young adults would be prime 
candidates for cutting-edge Western 
adventure vacations. 

But that’s apparently not the case, 
according to Suranne Cook of the 
- Travel Industry-Association of America. 
In a speech at the Idaho Governor’s 
Conference on Recreation and Touii^ 
last week. Cook cited studies from 
sporting goods and recreation trade 


groups that indicate the so-called 
“Generation X’’ has little interest in 
outdoor adventure. 

“There are kids wearing Hikes in 
Washington, D.C, but not to go hiking," 
said Cook, whose association is based in 
the nation’s capital. Most people who 
become inuners^ in recreation do so os 
youngsters, she noted, but today’s fami- 
lies have too little dme and too much 
technology to spend much time out- 
doors. 

In her talk, titled “2001: A Travel 
Odyssey,” Cook also cautioned that 
today’s baby boomers often have the 
money - but not the time - to travel. 
When boomers go on vacation, it’s often 
just over the wt^end. 


But Cook said overall, travel -and 
tourism remains strong, and she pointed 
to several factors that bode well for 
Idaho: 

• 'The Mountain states are seeing the 
fastest populodon growth in the United 
States. Since people travel most within 
their own regions, Idaho and its neigh- 
boring slates should sec accompanying 
growui in regional travel. 

• The Mountain region is the origin 
of just 7 percent of U.S. travelers, but 
the destination of 10 percent of domes- 
tic travelers. 

• Despite its falling appeal among 
the so<alled “Generation X’ers,” out- 
door recreation ranks second as the 
nation’s favorite vacation activity, and 


Idaho attracts slightly more travelers 
interested in outdoor recreation than 
the national average. 

Twenty percent of Idaho visitors list- 
ed outdoor recreation as a favorite vaca- 
tion activity, compared with the U.S. 
average of 18 percent. Overall, shop- 
ping ranks as the favorite vacation 
activity among domestic U.S. travelers, 
followed by historical sites and muse- 
ums, beaches, culnuel events, notional 
and state parks, theme and amusement 
parks, nightlife and dand^, gambling 
;ind sports events. Shopping was even 
more popular among overseas visitors; 
85 percent of them said it topped their 
vacadbn to-do list.

Growth in inmate numbers could cause crisis 


BOISE (AP) — State officials 
expect a prison-population crisis 
looming this summer will force 
tJiem to request another $7 mil- 
lion and fly inmates to private 
prisons around the nation. 

The money would come on top 
of a $6 million budget increase 
approved by the Le^ature. The ■ 
Board of Correction said at a 
meeting Friday the prison popu- 
lation has been growing by an 
average of 55 inmates per month 
—since December, ond-more fund- 
ing is needed. 

It would pay to house prisoners 
in county jails and transport 
them outside Idaho. It would 
have to be approved by the , 
Legislature and Gov. Phil Batt 
next winter.

Cooking oil can serve as substitute for diesel fueh 


BOISE (AP) — It took a lot of 
experimentation, but the Idaho 
Transportation Department has 
found that cooking oU serves as a 
good substitute for di«^ fuel in 
some circumstances.

Statewide, ^ealth officials say 
there have been nearly 350 cases 
reported, 200 of them in the

ed in the southwestern district, 16 
from the central area, a dozen 
cases in the southcentral and 
southeastern districts and 51 
from the District 7 Health 
■Department in the Idaho Falls 
area. An infant died from the dis-

Rau said pertussis seems to 
affect people of any age. The cur- 
rent outbreak involved people 
from nine months to 56 years. 
The highest rate has been among 
children of school age. 

In the berinning, Fanhandle 
Health District officials put their 
efforts into containing the out- 
break.-Once the disease is halted, 
officials will begin making a 
detailed examination of the cause. 

Two cases were confirmed in 
Latah County during the week, a 
school-age child and a pre-school- 
er. The children and those who 
have been in contact with them 
are being treated with antibiotics 
and the ^ool has been notified.

Utah inventor of magnetic strip 
not stuck on accomplishment

ST. GEORGE, Utah — Whether you 
Ipve the convenience of credit cards or 
hate the way they make spending 
money so easy, everyone who’s ever 
pulled out the plastic to make a pur- 
chase owes a debt to Forrest Par^. 

Parry is the man who invented the 
block strip of magnetic tape used on the 
back of each and every credit card. 

“It was years before I realized the 
thing was so significant,” said Parry, 
who was bom in Cedar City and is now 
retired in St. George. 

Parry began his career with the 
Special En^eering Products Division 
of IBM in 1957, after serving as a gun- 
nery officer in the Navy. 

The concept of the magnetic scrip 
began as the CIA was seeking a new 
security system to safeguard a head- 
quoners building, Pony said. He and his 
team tried systems to verify employees 
by their handprints or fingerprints, but 
ran into obsmdes. 

' “The technology .was possible, but the 
costs were prohibitive,” Parry smd. 

Finally, after about five months on. 
the proje<^ Parry used his knowledge of 
a printing process called hot stamping 
and some magnetic computer tape to

solve the problem. With his wife’s iron,' 
he transferred the computer cape to a 
gmnll plastic card. 

“These things just came together,” he

The final result was a round plastic

But the CIA thought the process was 
too expensive and not foolproof enough 
to warrant development, and the pro- 
ject was shelved, Parry said. 

It wasn’t until several years later, 
when a banking company wanted to use 
the magnetic strip on prototype auto- 
matic teller machines that Parry 
learned the government bad patented 
the idea in his name. 

Soon afterward, the Bay Area Rapid 
Transit system of San Francisco also 
wanted to use the magnetic tape on its 
fore cards, he said. 

Since then, the strip has begun to 
appear on cams of all varieties. Includ- 


ing drivers licenses, pre-paid phone 
cards and cards which allow users to 
make photocopies.

Although she was cleared of 
any wrongdoing by the prosccu* 
tor and found blameless by the 
state Department of Health and 
. a peer panel, LaDuke's fight with 
the hospital continues, more than 
three years after Mrs. Dobisl^s 
demise. 

LaDukc has sued the 149*bed 
hospital to regain her job and for 
slandering her. The hospit^ also 
faces' a ntcdical malpractice suit 
. from ,the Dobiskys, a prominent 
family in this St. Lawrence River 
“porx rown~along ■ the U.S.-' 
Canadian border. "Essentially 
the family was being forced to 
watch their mother disintegrate 
as she died, and that’s just not 
necessary -in this day and age,” 
said LoDuke, 44, a' nurse with 15

1 responded that neglecting to 
mention a chUd (or.cludren) lost 
in death woiild'imio waydirain~ 
islrthfelr'importancerbut”uhless“ 
the parents were prepared to 
answer the inevitable foUow-up 
questions about the tragic loss, 
th^ should count only the living 
children when asked how many ■ 
children they have. 

I suspect chat the letter to 
which you refer was one I printed 
six weeks later as a follow-up. 
Read on: 


DEAR ABBY: Z have never 
written to you before, but I had to 
write immediately when I read 
your answer to “Mourning in 
Fresno,” whose 25-ycar-old son 
had died. She wondered what to 
soy when people asked her how 
many children she had. and you 
suggested she count only the liv- 
ing one. 

If “Mourning” had Ion her only 
child, would your answer have 
been the same? 

For her to say, “I have no chil- 
dren" would not only deny her 
son’s life, it would also deny what 
she had been for half of her life 
— a mother to that child. 

A bereaved parent would feel 
guilty and disloyal failing to 
count the child who has died. 


“Mourning” would probably 
feel better if she replied, “I 
raised two sons.” Then she could 
add a few remarks about her Uv-. 
ing son, steering the conversa- 
tion in that direction. 

;;^Eventual!y,;jhe'will feel more^ 
c'omfdrtable talking abiout the 
son who has died. 

In the two years since our 
daughter’s death, the wonderful 
people at the Compassionate 
Friends have helped us to face 
this question and many others. 

I hope “Mourning” can find a 
chapter of this support group in 
her area.

In a study of about 1,900 
Baltimore women who were sur- 
veyed at their doctors’ offices, 
Johns Hopkins researchers dis- 
covered that the victims of child- 
hood violence suffered from 
health problems similar to those 
encountered by women who had 
been abused in the post year. 

; “It looks like people nave this 
trauma and for whatever reason 
they don’t get better, llicse ore 
unhealed wounds,” said the ' 
study’s lead author. Dr. Jeanne 
Mc^uley of the Department of 
Internal Medicine at Johns 
' Hopkins Bayview Medical C^tcr. 

Researchers found that about 
one in five of the women had 
' been the victims of childhood 
sexual or physical abuse. 'Ihcir 
backgrounds varied by income 
and in other ways, making the 
‘ sample representative of the 
larger population. Furthermore, 
the figure matches what other 
large studies have found. 

Published this week in the 
Journal of the American Medioil 
Association, the study expands on 
earlier research done in specially 
areas and adds to knowledge 
about the way childhood abuse 
shapes the victims’ adult lives.

• subtle enou^ to get lost to larger 
debates about day care and work- 
ing parents. They found that 
meo^gful interaction between 
-care^vers and children was such 
a powerful influence on the chil- 
'dren’s intellectual progress that 
it transcended traditional bound- 


tus or even necessarily the securi- 
ty of home care, but a quality 
tuationshlp with a caregiver who 
spoke often and directly to the 
child with respect, sincerity and 
sensitivity. 

“This was important no matter 
where they (the children) came 
from, where they lived and what 
type of child care they were in. It 
was pretty universal,” says 
Margaret Tesch Owen, on associ- 
ate professor of psychology at the 
University of Texas at Dallas and 
oiie of the investigators in the 
study. 

Small children with such care- 
givers — be they child core cen- 
ter teachers, nannies, relatives or 
parents — ^ scored best on lan- 
guage and intelligence tests, 
occording to the study. 

The implications for families 
using child core are dear.

Kathy Landgren and 
other volunteers in Washburn. N.D., 
formed the Willing Kids Recycle Project 
to help conununities in the many rural 
'areas of their state establish recycling 
programs. And for those who worry that 
recycling isn't economically viable, 
Elliott Dunsing, 14, of Killingwofth, 
Conn.; has an answer.

The commentary was vintage Dan 
Lawrenc^blunt, outspoken and spar- 
ing nobody.

It is a surprising 
career success for the amiable 4^year- 
old. Just four years ago, he joked to his 
doctor “Ifuess I’ll never be a disc jock- 
ey.”

His fi- 
unc^ Leslie Fetgusen. was manager of 
the station’s office, ond she asked him to 
troubleshoot some construction prob- 
lems. (The two mniried lost December.) 
“1 was communicating with a pod and 
pencil,” Dan told me. “Then one day I 
brought this in to show it to' people.” 

“This" is a digital voice synthesizer, 
a machine about the size and shape of a 
computer modem. Dan types his end of 
a conversation into a laptop and press- 
es a button to send the message to the qm- 
ihesizer, which “talks” for Don in a rec- 
ogi^abi:. if obviously mechaidcal, vdce.
